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£l.4m of 
cocaine is 
seized in 
police raid 

POLICE have seized cocaine 
with a street value of £1.4 
million after smashing a sus¬ 
pected drug dealing opera¬ 
tion in Stourbridge. 

Three shotguns were 
found by officers as they 
raided a property in Dennis 
Hall Road, Amblecote. Four 
men were arrested nearby 
and held for questioning. 

The operation last Thurs¬ 
day was part of a crackdown 
on a drugs network believed 
to be dealing across the West 
Midlands. Officers said they 
swooped on the address fol¬ 
lowing concerns raised by 
the public. 

The four arrested men 
were later charged with con¬ 
spiracy to supply cocaine 
and brought before magis¬ 
trates in Wolverhampton on 
Saturday. 

Two of the men, aged 25 
and 26, are from Lye. The 
other two, both aged 41, are 
from Worcester. All four 
were remanded in custody to 
appear at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on June 25. 

Det Ch Insp Andy Par¬ 
sons, crime manager for 
Dudley police, said: “The 
operation which led to these 
arrests was in direct 
response to community con¬ 
cerns regarding drug deal¬ 
ing in the Dudley borough. 

“As always we take such 
reports extremely seriously 
and we’ll investigate thor¬ 
oughly.” Anyone with infor¬ 
mation on drug dealing 
should call 101. 

Fire chiefs 
questioned 

FIRE chiefs welcomed mem¬ 
bers of the community to a 
consultation event to dis¬ 
cuss plans for a new fire sta¬ 
tion in the Black Country. 

The scheme will see the 
fire stations in Halesowen 
and Cradley Heath close, 
and a new station built to 
cover both areas.

The fire station in 
Hagley Road, Halesowen, is 
due to close on March 31, 
with its firefighters rede¬ 
ployed in the area.

SPECIALIST TEAM 
FOR BAD TENANTS 


by Adam Burling 


DUDLEY Council is considering setting up a specialist 
team to deal with bad tenants after latest figures show 
more than 800 complaints were made about anti-social 
behaviour at council homes in the last year. 

The figures also show tenants from six households were evicted. Residents say there are 
recurring problems - and they feel the council should be cracking down on nuisance neigh¬ 
bours. In total there were 823 incidents in the borough reported to the authority over the 

last 12 months. The council says it is now 
looking at setting up a specialist team to 
deal with anti-social behaviour in problem 
housing estates. 

It says evictions are used as a last resort 
but insists these will be considered if ten¬ 
ants continue to cause problems. 

The majority of calls were made by peo¬ 
ple concerned about noisy neighbours or 
gangs of youths congregating outside their 
homes. There have also been complaints 
about fly-tipping and dog fouling. 

The total of incidents reported has fallen 
from 1,080 in the previous financial year. 

Resident Doreen Law, aged 46, is con- 
cered about problems in Dudley’s Russells 
Hall estate area. 

Investigate 

“I understand the council logs a com¬ 
plaint and then has to investigate it but 
sometimes you want action that will have a 
lasting effect and prevent problems.” 

The council issued six possession orders, 
where a court grants the authority posses¬ 
sion of a property. Two court injunctions 
were also handed to tenants, which can 
lead to a fine or jail if they are breached. 

A report to Dudley Council states: “We 
always challenge unacceptable behaviour 
but the nature of our response is always 
appropriate and proportionate to the prob¬ 
lem that needs to be addressed with our 
underlying ambition being to sustain ten¬ 
ancies. 

“However, in the most serious cases of 
anti-social behaviour it is necessary for 
legal enforcement action to be taken to pro¬ 
vide a remedy to the problem.” 

It added: “An option appraisal is cur¬ 
rently being undertaken on the Housing 
Manager’s role in anti-social behaviour 
case management and whether we could 
make service improvements through the 
establishment of a specialist team in hous¬ 
ing to respond to anti-social behaviour as 
suggested by some of the stakeholders con¬ 
sulted.” 


Market rents 
to be frozen 
for the year 

RENTS on Dudley market will be frozen for 
the next year, as traders work with council 
bosses on plans for a £6 million revamp of 
the site. 

Council chiefs say they want to support 
traders during the “tough trading period” 
and to encourage new businesses to set up 
stalls at Dudley Market. 

And any traders setting up new stalls on 
the central aisle of the market will get half- 
price rent. Stallholders have welcomed the 
freeze in rates but say the prices are still too 
high. But the council claims the rent is one 
of the lowest in the country for market 
traders and insists they are getting good 
value for money. 

More than 2,500 people signed a petition 
against the revamp of the market but 
traders have now agreed to help the council 
draw up revised plans. 

Rates per day range from £9.18 to £32.66. 
There are 10 different levels of rent, and 
more is charged for weekends than week¬ 
days. Traders also have to pay a surcharge 
of between £2 and £3.50 each day, and £5 at 
Christmas. 

David Flavell, whose family has run a 
fruit and veg stall at Dudley Market for 200 
years, said: “I’m pleased the rent won’t be 
going up but times are hard for a lot of peo¬ 
ple and I think it is still too high. They are 
probably just putting off the inevitable and 
it will still go up in years to come.”

SPONSORS are needed to 
help fund a lasting tribute to 
the Black Country’s Round 
Oak steelworks. 

Dudley borough artist 
Steve Field is working on 
plans for the monument 
which would cost £50,000 to 
£75,000. But the project has 
been put on hold by Dudley 
Council due to the cost. 

Under the plans, the 
sculpture would be installed 
on the roundabout at Dud¬ 
ley Road, opposite Water¬ 
front Way. 

The steelworks stood on 
the site of the current 
Waterfront complex in 
Brierley Hill for more than 
100 years. 

Councillors and residents 
were told at a recent meet¬ 
ing, that “some progress” 
had been made to find some 
of the cash needed for the 
monument. 

The council’s director of 
urban environment, John 
Millar, said: “The borough 
artist still has the project on 
his books. But the funding is 
not yet available. It needs 
sponsorship. He has made 
some progress finding fund¬ 
ing but not enough has been 
found yet.” The steelworks 
was founded by Lord Ward, 
later the Earl of Dudley, in 
1857 as an outlet for pig iron 
made in nearby blast fur¬ 
naces but the site closed in 
December 1982.

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Future of 
stores is 
unknown 

FIVE Focus stores which 
closed when the chain went 
into administration face an 
uncertain future after 
failing to attract new 
tenants. 

The DIY outlets are back 
in the hands of their land¬ 
lords after administrators 
did not receive any “viable” 
offers. 

The administrators said it 
was now the responsibility 
of the landlords to continue 
the search for new firms to 
take over.

18 at Walsall Retail Park and 

19 in Coppice Lane, 
Aldridge. 

Focus went into adminis¬ 
tration at the beginning of 
May.

A SCHEME to develop part of a Black 
Country town has not progressed as 
quickly as expected and concern over 
traffic congestion remains a key problem 
to be solved, councillors claim. 

Plans to build new homes in Foredraft 
Street, Cradley, remain in the pipeline 
and Dudley Council has entered into talks 
with housing associations interested in 
the site. 

Outline planning permission for the 
creation of new shops, 14 flats and a car 
park have also been approved for Wind¬ 
mill Hill. 


But despite this, members of Dudley 
Council’s regeneration and culture 
scrutiny committee said plans had not 
moved at the speed they had first 
expected. 

Improvement of both areas form part of 
a regeneration scheme first drawn up by 
the authority in 2007. 

Progress 

Members of the committee made their 
comments when given a progress report 
on the scheme at a meeting on Wednes¬ 
day. Councillors said they were also con¬ 


cerned about continuing problems with 
traffic congestion in Windmill Hill which 
they said had not been addressed in the 
report. 

Committee chairman Councillor Ken 
Turner said: “It is fair to say this scheme 
has not moved as fast as we expected 
although some progress has been made. 

“However, there are still problems with 
traffic congestion in Windmill Hill and I 
can see no solution to this which has been 
put forward at the moment. 

“This is a serious issue and needs to be 
addressed in any regeneration plans for 


this area.’’Councillor John Woodall sug¬ 
gested making the area a red route to 
prevent cars being parked along the road 
and improve the flow of traffic in the area. 

Improving 

Officers said they planned to work with 
developers on improving road junctions 
along Windmill Hill to try and deal with 
the problem. 

But they said more radical measures 
such as buying up land to widen carriage¬ 
ways were not feasible in the present eco¬ 
nomic climate. 


Explosive end to car park is 
the key to demolition plan

redevelopment. 

More than 100 nearby 
properties will be evacu¬ 
ated. 

The demolition is due 
one day next month and an 
exclusion zone surround¬ 
ing the site will be in place 
for 24 hours. 

The exclusion zone will 
take in sections of the 
town’s ring road and resi¬ 
dents who have to move 
out of the homes will be 
able to go to an evacuation 
centre. 

Contactors Bowmer & 
Kirkland said that prepa¬ 
ration work to remove 
three walkways between 
the car park and the 
Crown Centre were due to 
begin last weekend. 

The car park will be 
blown down sometime 
early next month and the 
work will start to detach 
the shopping centre from 
the listed town hall before 
it is then knocked down 
gradually. 

Work to clear the 


complex is expected to take 
three to four months. 

Both the library and the 
Crystal Leisure Centre 
will be closed on the demo¬ 
lition day - a date for 
which has not yet been 
released. 

Contracts manager 
Christian Parnell said the 
car park would be brought 
down in seconds. 

Constructed 

He said: “Because of the 
car park’s age and the way 
it was constructed, a con¬ 
trolled explosion is the 
best method.” 

Some preparation work 
has already begun to 
create a temporary 
entrance to the town hall 
off Market Street. 

Meanwhile the historic 
mosaic has been safely 
removed from the floor of 
the Crown Centre for safe 
keeping. 

Tesco spokesman 

Jonathan Simpson said 
they were aiming to have 
the new supermarket open 
in time for Christmas 
2013.

A DUDLEY metal recycling 
firm’s ID scheme which 
aims to combat the sale of 
stolen metal has topped 100 
names.

“If a cash ban is to be part 
of new legislation, then we 
are ready to respond,” he 
added.

Dudley North MP Ian

Flowers and trees ideas to revamp garden 


FRUIT trees, raised planting beds and 
extra seating are among the ideas to 
revamp a neglected community green in 
Bewdley, created as part of the Millennium 
celebrations. 

The site by Wribbenhall Community 
Centre, in Shaw Hedge Road, opened in 
2000 but has since fallen into disrepair. 

More than 200 residents were asked for 
their views on the future of the green. 

Volunteer Sarah Lange said the most 
popular ideas for making the green more 
attractive were growing more flowers and 
installing additional benches. 


Other suggestions included installing 
raised beds together with an “adopt a bed” 
scheme whereby residents could plant up 
and maintain their own bed and setting 
out two to six large tree trunks both to act 
as seats and for small children to climb on. 

Scented 

A sensory trail of scented and textured 
plants, planting more fruit and nut trees 
and building a “bug hotel” to encourage 
beneficial insects were also put forward. 

The recommendations will now go 
before Bewdley Town Council which will 
make a decision on what steps are taken. 


Campaigners say the site is barely used 
by people living nearby. 

An appeal for volunteers, backed by the 
Transition Bewdley Land Group, has been 
launched to create a formal planning 
group of four to six people and a working 
group of residents willing to adopt a raised 
bed, pick litter, and plant and prune trees. 

A public meeting was held reccently to 
discuss the plans. 

Gill Holland, from the Transition 
Bewdley Land Group, which is supporting 
the campaign, said: “At present the green 
is rather sad and barely used by the sur¬ 


rounding community - very far from the 
original vision for it.” 

There are at least 250 Millennium 
Greens in England. 

They are permanent areas of open space 
created to be enjoyed by local communi¬ 
ties.

SKATE ramps and sports areas could be built at a Black Country park 
to tackle anti-social behaviour - after police refused to ban youths 
gathering there.

And 
instead they have suggested building an area for youths to encourage them to behave 
responsibly. A sports coach could also be employed to hold sessions in the evenings at

Action plan 
over horses 
gets backing 

AN ACTION plan to tackle the problem of 
stray horses plaguing streets around 
Dudley in the future has been backed by 
councillors after a year-long trial proved a 
“major success”. 

Dudley Council was forced to rethink 
the way it dealt with the stray animals fol¬ 
lowing a surge in calls from residents 
about horses causing problems in streets 
and parks last year. 

An agreement was drawn up with police 
and the RSPCA to remove the animals 
found roaming near to highways. 

Around 120 horses have been collected 
and rehomed outside the borough since 
the launch of the scheme. 

The partnership now forms part of the 
action plan that was supported by Dudley 
Council’s regeneration and culture 
scrutiny committee last week. 

The plan is expected to be given final 
approval by the authority later on this 
year. 

Under the scheme, residents will be 
encouraged to report stray horse sight¬ 
ings to the police or council. 

The number of stray and tethered 
horses on publicly owned land will also be 
restricted. 

Councillor David Caunt said the scheme 
had been “a major success story”. 


smaller entrances to the park open during 
the evening so police can access the site 
more quickly if there are reports of 
trouble.

A report to the Brierley Hill Area Com¬ 
mittee stated: “A suggestion was made by 
the police to create a youth area west of 
Bells Lane about 100m into the park and 
encourage usage by lighting it at night. 

“Officers have undertaken some prelim¬ 
inary costings which would require plan¬ 
ning permission before implementation. 

“The approximate cost would be 
£21,000 and if it were to include a covered 
youth shelter, a further £10,000 should be 
added.”

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Father who kicked and 
punched puppy gets ban

THIEVES are repeatedly stealing 
sandstone coping stones from a his¬ 
toric wall in Himley - more than 60 
metres, worth an estimated 
£10,000, have gone in the last year. 

Sheena Hamilton reckons the 
raiders are stealing the heavy cap 
stones to order - and she is appeal¬ 
ing for passers-by to report any sus¬ 
picious activity near her mile-long 
wall to police. Around 200 caps, 
made from a special, weather-resis¬ 
tant sandstone and thought to be 
worth more than £50 each, have 


been stripped off the wall over the 
last 12 months. 

“I think the thieves keep coming 
back as they get orders,” said 
Sheena, aged 69, who together with 
her husband, 60-year-old Paul 
Burcher, owns 78 acres of land, 
called The Demesne, straddling 
Wombourne and Himley. 

The land is part of the Himley 
Park conservation area, next to 
Himley Hall, on Stourbridge Road, 
and the wall is thought to be about 
200 years old. 


A FATHER who attacked a puppy 
- punching, kicking and swinging 
it by its lead - has been banned 
from keeping dogs and fined. 

Shaun Meusz, from Oldbury, claimed in 
court he loved his three-month-old rot¬ 
tweiler-mix as much as a member of his 
family. He was found guilty of causing 
unnecessary suffering to the animal. 

The 24-year-old shocked Sandwell magis¬ 
trates by asking if the puppy could be put 
down instead of rehomed. 

Sentencing Meusz, district judge Graham 
Wilkinson said: “A true dog lover would 
never treat a dog like this.” The court heard 
Meusz was spotted abusing the puppy called 
Max in Bearmore playing field, Cradley 
Heath, at 11am on March 8 last year. 

Witness Sonia Beynon said she saw Meusz 
picking the dog up by its skin. When the dog 
ran away, Ms Beynon said he kicked it so it 
rolled forward before he grabbed it and 
punched it in its side. She told the court she 
challenged the defendant, telling him “don’t 
be so cruel” but was told to mind her own 
business. Meusz then lifted the dog off the 
ground by the lead and continued to kick it. 

At the time of the attack, Meusz was on 
bail for being in possession of a pitbull-type 
fighting dog. The dog, Leo, had attacked 
another in Woodcroft Close, Cradley Heath, 
in August 2010. For both convictions Meusz, 
of The Moorings, was ordered to pay £2,500, 
given a six-month community order and a 
two-month curfew. He was banned from 
keeping dogs for five years. 

Mr Simon Bradshaw, defending, had 
argued it was an isolated attack and stressed 
his client’s genuine attachment to Max.

A WARDEN will be 
employed to manage a Hale¬ 
sowen conservation site for 
the first time after £60,000 
of funding was granted for 
the next five years.

svr is set 
to spend 
£2m on 
station 

THE SEVERN Valley rail¬ 
way has announced an 
ambitious £2 million expan¬ 
sion plan for one of its his¬ 
toric stations. 

Designs are being drawn 
up for a revamp of SVR’s 
Bridgnorth station, built 150 
years ago. 

Attraction bosses say the 
redevelopment work is 
needed in order to help the 
site cope with soaring visitor 
numbers. Up to 250,000 peo¬ 
ple use the station each year 
while taking a trip along the 
16-mile heritage line, which 
runs between Bridgnorth 
and Kidderminster. 

Work being proposed 
includes the construction of 
a new station offering 
restaurant, retail, toilet and 
staff facilities which would 
be built to the north of the 
current station building. 

The existing 1862 station 
building would also be rede¬ 
veloped which would see the 
waiting room restored. 

There would also be an 
extension to the lounge bar 
of the The Railwayman’s 
Arms. The plans include the 
option of building accommo¬ 
dation with sleeping, shower 
and toilet facilities for work¬ 
ing volunteers, including a 
self-catering kitchen, dining 
area and storage, a first-aid 
room and training/meeting 
room. 

The railway is also looking 
into whether it can refur¬ 
bish the existing volunteer 
dormitory coaches.

CAMPAIGNERS battling to save a 
Kingswinford care home put their 
case to council and charity 
chiefs - telling them it would be 
tragic if the closure went ahead. 

Relatives of residents at New Bradley Hall 
care home fear it is too late to save the home 
after the council revealed there would be 
funding cutbacks of more than £700,000 to 
residential homes in Dudley borough. 

At a meeting last Wednesday campaigners 
rounded on Dudley Council officials demand¬ 
ing answers on the proposed cuts. 

They claim the council has already made a 
decision on closing New Bradley Hall despite 
a public consultation being carried out - as 
£713,000 of cuts have been written into the 
council’s budget for older people’s services. 

It comes as the future of the home was dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting at Age Concern Sedgley’s 
headquarters in Ettymore Road. 

The first of five consultation events was 
held by charity Age UK Dudley which is 
looking at long-term options for the Compton 
Drive home. 

Campaign action group member Phil 
Vanes said: “What on earth is this farce of a 
consultation about because I was in total 
shock when I heard that £713,000 of cuts are 
going to be made in the closure of care 
homes.” 

Authority chiefs insist the figures are only 
provisional and they will listen to the public. 
Councillor Les Jones says new budget figures 
will be drawn up if it is decided to keep the 
home open. Dudley Council official Brendan 
Clifford, said during the meeting, said no 
firm decision had been taken yet. 

£50,000 fund awarded 

WYRE Forest District Council has been 
awarded funding of £50,000 to help ill and 
disabled residents adapt their homes. 

The cash has been provided to allow the 
authority to take steps to help people remain 
in their homes or return there following a 
stay in hospital. It has been given from a 
fund announced by housing minister Grant 
Shapps in January.

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Majority of schools in 
region are doing well 


NEARLY two thirds of schools in 
the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire inspected by Government 
watchdog Ofsted have been rated 
as good or outstanding. 

The latest information from inspections 
carried out in schools show there were 844 
visits by inspectors carried out across the 
region between October and December with 
539 schools, or 63 per cent rated as out¬ 
standing or good. 

In total 34 per cent of schools were provid¬ 
ing satisfactory education while two per 
cent or a total of 17 schools were inadequate. 
Those schools were placed into special meas¬ 
ures. Dudley had 17 schools, or 16 per cent, 
declared outstanding with 53 said to be 
good, 36 satisfactory and three listed as 
inadequate. 

Pleased 

Dudley Council’s cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Councillor Liz Walker said 
she was pleased with the figures. 

“Our schools have once again done well 
and it shows the facilities we have in the 
borough are in good health,” she said. 

“Of course there is always room for 
improvement and I am confident that our 
schools will be able to achieve this.” 

Positive Ofsted outcomes recently in the 
region have included Perton Sandown First, 
which was graded as Outstanding and 
Alexandra High School, Tipton and Hateley 
Heath Primary, West Bromwich, both offi¬ 
cially ranked as good with ever-growing 
improvements.

great-grandparents lived in the house 

STUART Reeves had always known two gen¬ 
erations of his family once lived in some of 
Kinver’s historic rock houses but he has now 
discovered the family link is even stronger. 

His father William and grandfather Sydney 
lived in one of the cave dwellings, which date 
back to the 18th century, in the 1930s. 

Thanks to new research by the National 
Trust, Stuart, 57, has found out his great- 
grandparents were also living in another of 
the houses at the same time. The occupiers of 
that house are listed as Mr and Mrs WH 
Reeves and Stuart believes his great-grandfa¬ 
ther’s name was also William, like his late 
father, who died 10 years ago. The family 
lived in the two caves from 1932 until 1937. 

The house, where his father and grandpar¬ 
ents lived, has been restored by the National 
Trust and is known as Martindale Caves. 

Stuart, from Kinver, visited the rock 
houses when he discovered more about his 
family’s connection with the dwellings. 

The van driver, of Dark Lane, said: “My 
father was only young when he lived there so 
he never spoke about the rock houses.” 

Up to 11 families lived in the cave homes.

TWO artists - one of them a 
descendant of Lord of the Rings 
author JRR Tolkien - have 
worked with pupils to create a 
Dudley-themed school 

entrance. 

The new gates and fence have been 
unveiled at Quarry Bank Primary School, 
High Street, after youngsters chipped in 
with their own drawings and designs. The 
project was brought to life by artist Tim 
Tolkien, great-nephew of the world-famous 
author, who has a studio in Cradley Heath. 

Mr Tolkien was first commissioned to 
create the fencing by Dudley Council in 
2009 and has since worked with youngsters 
on their drawings and designs. 

He re-interpreted the drawings for inclu¬ 
sion on the fence, which includes images of 
computers, mobile phones and pictures 
depicting the town’s industrial past. 

Former Quarry Bank pupil, 57-year-old 
cartoonist and author Geoff Tristam, then 
created a potted history of Dudley in Black 
Country dialect, which will run along the 
length of the gates. 

Mr Tristram, of Eggington Road, Wollas¬ 
ton, designed the cover of UB40’s debut 
album Signing Off and was recommended 
to help out by staff. 

Pupils also pitched in with their ideas of 
what the town will look like in the future. 

Mr Tolkien said: “It has been a fantastic 
project and I am really pleased with how it 
has turned out. 

“I went into the school to work with the 
children and collect their stories and pic¬ 
tures to be put into the piece. I have also 
been delighted to work with Geoff.”

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Scrap dealer was caught 
stealing Asda trolleys 


A SCRAP dealer was caught by 
police stealing supermarket and 
milk trolleys worth close to £400, 
a court heard. 

Gary Fletcher, aged 39, had stopped at 
traffic lights at the foot of Castle Hill, near 
The Station Hotel, Dudley, when officers 
stopped him. Police made him drive to a car 
park on Castlegate Park so they could 
examine the contents of the vehicle. Inside 
his van were four shopping trolleys from 
Asda in Brierley Hill and two Dairy Crest 
milk trolleys. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard the haul 
was worth £380 to the father of seven. 

Fletcher, of Leys Road, Brockmoor, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of theft on 
January 23 at a hearing last week. 

Mrs Maxine Jarrousse-Jones, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Fletcher had claimed to police that 
the trolleys had been left in a skip in Ade¬ 
laide Street near the Asda supermarket. She 
added the trolleys had been clearly marked 
as belonging to the two firms. 

“The defendant does state he believed 
they were abandoned but did not make any 
attempt to contact Asda or Diary Crest,” 
Mrs Jarrousse-Jones said. 

Mr Ian Windridge, defending, said his 
client was working legitimately as a scrap 
dealer earning around £100 a week. 

“He fully accepts he was driving the van 
with the trolleys inside,” he said.“He has 
been working as a legitimate scrap dealer in 
the area - he asks people if he can take their 
metal to be sold.” Chairman of the bench, 
Mr Alan Reeves, ordered him to serve a two- 
year conditional discharge with £85 costs. 

Boy, 10, rescued from fall 

A 10-YEAR-OLD boy had to be rescued after 
falling part way down a steep embankment 
in Dudley. Ambulance crews were called to 
Knowle Hill Road, Netherton to find the 
youngster stranded halfway down the 
incline. Fire crews from Brierley Hill were 
called in to help rescue the youngster, who 
had suffered injuries to his back and leg. The 
youngster was taken to hospital.

Mr Bott used his slides to 
show how historical infor¬ 
mation can be gleaned by 
walking in graveyards and 
cemeteries, such as changes 
in fashion, deaths through 
factory and mining tragedies 
recorded on headstones and 
the beautiful examples of the 
stonemason’s art. 

Mr Bott’s talk kept his 
audience amused and enter¬ 
tained, but also gave them 
insight into the origins of 
customs surrounding the 
death of loved ones.

When times are tough 
it's best to get dug in 


1940s garden catalogue Government crop rotation 
advice during the war - wartime allotment plan 


WHEN the going gets tough it 
seems the tough get growing 
as a resurgence of enthusiasm 
for the self-sufficiency of the 
wartime years sweeps across 
the country. 

Rising food prices has whetted the 
appetite for all things ‘grow your 
own’. A survey by the National 
Society of Allotment and Leisure 
Gardeners revealed 86,787 people 
were on allotment waiting lists last 
year. 

Even 10 Downing Street and The 
White House have ‘dug in’ with the 
cultivation of vegetable gardens. 

The trend for ‘grow your own’ has 
its roots firmly established in the 
1900s. The 1914 Defence of the 
Realm Act gave the government wide 
ranging powers including the one to 
requisition land for the war effort. 

Dig for Victory was the propa¬ 
ganda message on the Home Front 



Fiona Carding of the Black 
Country Living Museum 
looks hack to when wartime 
shortages meant it was time 
to grow your own food 

during the Second World War and 
everyone was encouraged to develop 
green fingers for the war effort. 

There was food rationing and the 
Ministry of Food issued advice about 
growing your own produce and 
eating healthily. 

Small gardens, large gardens, 
sports grounds and parks were 
transformed into vegetable patches 
and by 1943 over a million tons of 
vegetables were being produced. 

Clare Weston, curator of domestic 
and cultural life at the museum, 


said: “The museum’s Toll House, 
originally situated on Sedgley Road 
in Woodsetton, is a typical example of 
the self-sufficiency of the times. 

“During the early 1900s the 
Hodgkiss family who lived there sup¬ 
plemented their income with addi¬ 
tional food from the garden. 

“Runner beans, cabbage, peas, red- 
currants, blackcurrants and goose¬ 
berries were all grown. 

“Potatoes and apples, once har¬ 
vested, were stored in boxes under¬ 
neath the bed to preserve them until 
they were needed. 

“Surplus rhubarb was offered for 
sale, alongside bundles of firewood at 
6d per bundle and herbs were grown 
for cooking and remedies.” 

Tastes may have changed over the 
last century with today’s gardeners 
partial to a crop of mangetout rather 
than runner beans but the satisfac¬ 
tion of growing your own food 
remains the same.

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Cuts approved during 
heated council debate 


CUTS OF £7.5 million over the next year 
have been approved by Dudley Council 
during a heated debate that saw the local 
authority accused of “targeting the vulner¬ 
able”. 

The budget was voted through at last 
week’s full council meeting, when a freeze 
on council tax was also approved. 

The council tax freeze will be achieved by 
using a £2.8 million government grant 
which was branded “a con” by opposition 
councillors who said the authority would 
have to make up the deficit in future years. 

Funding for short breaks for children 
with disabilities will be cut by £50,000, 
while savings of £162,000 will be made in 
the Connexions careers advice service. 


A total saving of £713,000 has been ear¬ 
marked for the closure of residential homes. 

Some £100,000 will be saved over the next 
year by reducing residential care for people 
with learning disabilities. 

Social care teams for elderly and disabled 
people will be cut from five to two to save 
£250,000. 

Councillor Mohammed Hanif said: 
“These plans have targeted the vulnera¬ 
ble.” 

David Blood, Dudley’s cabinet member 
for finance, told the meeting: “We have 
deferred some of our original proposals 
where we believe that further work is 
required so as to mitigate the impact on vul¬ 
nerable people.” 


Seeking to grab £2m 


A BID for European funding 
for a multi-million-pound 
glass museum in the Black 
Country is due to be submit¬ 
ted within days - but could 
take up to six months to go 
through. 

A total of £2 million is being 
sought from the European Regional 
Development Fund for the develop¬ 
ment on the old Stuart Crystal site in 
Wordsley. The museum will house 
collections from across the region 
and is expected to attract thousands 
of visitors. 

But bosses have warned the 
process could take up to six months 


- and a planning application will not 
be made until the funding has been 
secured. 

Site owners Complex Develop¬ 
ments say they are confident the bid 
for cash will be successful and they 
hope the museum could be open to 
visitors by 2014. 

Arsonists 

The project was thrown into doubt 
last summer when arsonists gutted 
one of the Grade II listed former fac¬ 
tories. 

And vandal attacks since then 
have forced bosses to step up secu¬ 
rity. 

The application for funding is 
being drawn up with Dudley 


Council, as the museum is part of the 
authority’s regeneration blueprint 
for the borough. 

The British Glass Foundation, a 
charity set up to preserve the 
region’s collections, is also helping to 
raise money for the project. 

Plans have been in the pipeline for 
four years for the museum to be 
linked to the Red House Glass Cone, 
via a tunnel. 

A housing estate development is 
also being planned for a neighbour¬ 
ing section of the site. Ian Harrabin, 
director of Complex Developments, 
said: “We are waiting for European 
funding before a planning applica¬ 
tion is made and we are about to 
submit the details.”

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Record number of visitors turn 
out to enjoy premier motor show 


A RECORD number of 28,500 
visitors attended one of the 
country’s premier motoring 
shows. 

Race Retro, which was staged at the 
National Agricultural Showground at 
Stoneleigh in Warwickshire provided a 
wide variety of displays and exhibitions for 
classic car, sporting, supercar and motor¬ 
cycle fans, over a period of three days. 

A rally stage set in the extensive 
grounds gave spectators the chance to see, 
in full-blown dramatic action, the famous 
rally cars of yesteryear including the 
Metro 6R4, Subaru Impreza 555, Audi 
Quattro A2, Lotus Sunbeam Talbot, 
Porsche 911 ST, Ford Escort RS1600 and 
Works Mini Cooper S. 

VIP visitors included pop star and 
renowned motoring enthusiast Jay Kay, of 
Jamiroquai, who was treated to the “ride 
of his life” through the special stage by ral¬ 
lying hero Bjorn Waldegard - in Jay’s own 
Porsche 914.
